To Utilize Game Supply 


Restrictions Might Be Relaxed on 
Account of Food Shortage 


The venison supply committee, ap- 
pointed by the British ministry of 
food, succeeded in increasing by 
more than 30 per cent. above the 
average of pre-war seasons, the num- 
ber of deer killed during the season 
of 1916-17, Lord Rhondda recently 
attended a meeting of the committee 
at which he expressed his approval 
of the work already accomplished 
and his desire that the committee 
should continue its efforts in the in- 
terests of the national food supply. 
He pointed out the importance of 
Providing as much venison 2s_ pos- 
sible as a gnbstitute for beef and 
mutton among (% pelea 
sumers. 

In many parts of Canada there are 
large numbers of deer, caribou and 
other animals suitable for food, 
which are protected at the present 
time by provincial legislation. In 
view of the critical condition in re- 
gard to food supply and the neces- 
sity of sending from this scountry 
every ounce of exportable meat, the 
question may well be raised whether 
some temporary relaxing of these 
game restrictions should not be 
made, in order that all available sub- 
stitutes might be utilized to relieve 
the needs of the allies by releasing 
additional quantities of Canadian 
beef and bacon from domestic con- 
sumption. 

Under date of August 14, 1917, the 
food controller wrote to several pro- 
vincial governments suggesting spe- 
cial regulations during the hunting 
season that would allow of a larger 
quantity of game being taken and 
sold for food than has been obtain- 


ed in the past. More recently a let- 
ter was received from British Co- 
lumbia in which the writer said: 


“We have certain game laws in this 
province which are excellent under 
normal conditoins and which allow 
the hunting and killing of a certain 
number of deer but forbid the sale 
of same. My suggestion is that this 
law be changed for a time and that 
men be encouraged to hunt and to 
bring in the venison by allowing it 
to be sold, If a sufficient supply and 
the supply is abundant, could be 
placed on the, market, perhaps it 
would help to’ save beef, ete, and 
would allow young beef stock to 
grow bigger before being killed for 
food. Many men have killed deer 
and have only saved ‘choice cuts’ 
rather than go to the heavy labor of 
packing the animal out, whereas if 
they knew they could sell the car- 
cass it would be worth their while 
to carry it out even a long way, In 
winter many a farmer has time to go 
hunting for a day or so and I be- 
lieve a temporary alteration in the 
game law respecting the hunting of 
deer and sale of the carcasses, would 
result in an increase of meat supplies 
and a consequent saving of beef.” 
Revision of the game laws is dis- 
tinctly under the jurisdiction of the 
provincial governments and corres- 
pondence in regard to the matter 
should be addressed directly to the 
provincial departments. 
“It will still and always be pos- 
sible for any Canadian who is asked 
to do a patriotic thing to find some 
other Canadian who fails, Shall we 
then all refuse until we are _unani- 
mously patriotic? If so we shall all 
be traitors together. Better do the 
thing that should be done by us in- 
dividually and then we shall have 
the greater right to demand further 
action by our representatives in of- 
fice."——The Vancouver Province.

A Record for Service. 

Major Hugh Niven, of the Princess 
Patricia Canadian Light Infantry, 
whose 35 months in the trenches 
constitutes a record for Canadian of- 
ficers in this war, is back home in 
London, Ont., decorated with the 
Military Cross and the Distinguished 
Service Order, and with two gold 
wound stripes up. 

Though he has fought on every 
front occupied by the British troops 
from Ypres to the Somme and in 
Practically every engagement of im- 
portance from December, 1914, till 
November, 1917, he :eclares that he 
cannot see a finish any more clearly 
now than on the first day he arrived 
in France, The major holds the 
view that the war is to be won by the 
slow, grinding process of attrition, 
until the Germans have had enough 
of it. The slaughtering of the enemy 
@ffectives he regards as of greater 
consequence in striving for victory 
than the conquest of this -piece of 
territory or that, The German hos- 
pitals, he said, are kept filled with 
the maimed and wounded, Losses to 
the enemy are frightful. Thus, he 
believes, that the German people at 
home will sicken of the slaughter, 
and will some day show a weakening 
of their support of the struggle, and 
thus will commence the undermining 
of Germany's military strength. 


The British, he said, because of 
the impossibility of building roads 
and moving up guns, are“unable to 


drive the Germans hack as far as 
would otherwise prove possible each 
time an advance is made, 

Twice during the heavy fighting 
all of his superior officers were killed 
r wounded and the command of the 
attalion fell to his lot, Hach time 
the major acquitted himself credit- 
ably and thus he won his present 
rank and decorations,

Laws for the Protection of the Farm-| 


er in Marketing His Products 


{ 
Intending settlers in Western Can-| 
ada should not overlook the splendid 
provision made under the Ca: 
laws for the protection of the farmer 
in marketing his products. The Grain 
lrade ‘is regulated by the grain act | 
end secures the greatest possible im-; 
munity from abuses that way arise 
in connection with the grain busi- 
ness. 

All grain is sold to yrades estab- 
lished by law and deiermined by the 
woverninent inspectors tie admin- 
istration of the grain act is put in 
the hands of a warehouse commis- 
sioner, who is not allowed to have 
# pecuniary interest in the — grain 
trade. Nearly all the grain is handl-| 
ed through interior elevators. These 
are owned by the farmers, but a 
large number are also owned by 
grain dealers and milling coinpanies. 
All grain dealers must be licensed by 
the governnient and bonded, Securing | 

farmer by this means against loss 
dishonesty or insolvency on the 
part of the dealers. 

The farmer may deliver his wheat 
at the elevator for cash, or if he pre- 
fers to hold it for a time with the 
prospect of obtaining a better price, 
he may store it in the eleyator and 
secure a storage ticket denominating 
the quantity and the grade. Then 
he can sell it when the market suits 
him. If the farmer desires to ship 
the grain on his own account with- 
out dealing through the clevators, 
the law provides for a loading plat- 
form on every station in order that 
farmers may have facilities for load- 
ing direct from their wagons to the 
cars. The law further provides that 
the farmer has equal rights with the 
companies and dealers in securing 
ears for shipment.

In the Early Days 


Pioneer Days and Present-Time Life 
of Woman on Prairies 


The pioneer days of Canada West 
represented a drama in which women 
played active parts. And during 
these early years, hardships and in- 
conveniences expericriced are now 
barely possible of conception, Let us 
pull aside the curtain drawn across 
that period, hark back to latter sev- 
enties as example of life as then rep- 
resented on the plains. 


A vivid picture confronts the 
view, The centre of its canvas fig- 
ures a rude structure of logs, ‘The 
arrival of settler’s wife and family 


marked an epoch in his life, and as 
the wagon drawn by oxen moved 
slowly along a trail whereon stones 
and pitch holes abounded, the worthy 
helpmate obtained her first introduc- 
tion into the actualities of home- 
steading experience. As the husband 
pointed out his abede on yonder sky- 


line deep sigh perchance escaped 
his wife’s lips. Veriods of darkened 
skies came, days ten rain storms 


swept across prairies and penetrated 
& house roof of poles and dried grass. 
A few cows brought by her husband 
jfrom Ontario supported the — family 
by butter exchanged for necessities 
at a store, perchance fifteen miles 
distant. The tub of butter—can the 
writer summon courage to mention 
the figure received for this product? 
A few days ago, whilst in conversa- 
tion with an old lady, a pioneer of 
‘77, a bill preserved by her as me- 
mento of early day trading 5 pro- 
duced, That readers may possess 
knowledge of prices current at the 
period named, the following are ex- 
tracted from the document in qucs- 
tion, The store was at Ranton Lake, 
Manitoba, a village that disappeared 
with the advent of a certain line of 
railway: 8 yards print (25c) $2.

The bills of goods amounted to 
$10.00, A basket of eggs containing 
fourteen dozen, realized seventy 
cents, otherwise five cents per doz- 
en! The balance of the amount, $6.75 
was paid by the purchaser in cash. 
The early-day homesteader possess- 
ed no alternative than the sacrifice 
of produce at the shrine of outrage 
ous prices, 

Once a month in winter time, per- 
haps during summer months two 
mail deliveries at the nearest post 
office miles distant, might occur, The

Sister 


Italy Now Has Her Edith 


Cavell 


Tialy has now her Sister 
Cavell, @ martyred surse, who 
given up her life for humanity. 

Her name is _- Sister Terese 
Maric, and she was just 20 years old, 
Young as she was, had studied 
imedicine at home as well as in Lon- 
don and Edinburgh. 

At the beginning of the she 
abandoned her studies to take up 
nursing, and after working under the 
Red Cross in Serbia, she took up du- 
ties in her own country when Italy 
entered the war. 

Apparently she was placed on the 
enemy’s blacklist, because she (her 
country then being neutral) had dar- 
ed to offer her professional skill to 
the Serbs. When she came under the 
notice of the Austrian authorities 
she was arrested, and her arrest was 
reported to Berlin. 

She was kept in a filthy intern- 
ment camp for cight days, and at an 
inquiry before a military officer was 
taxed with being a spy of the al- 
lics. She protested her innocence, 
and on the case being taken up by 
the Italian government she was re- 
leased, treated with every conceiy- 
able indignity. 

When the Germans overran a part 
of Italy the Red Cross unit to which 
Sister Terese was attached was sub- 
jected to severe restrictions, and she 
was called before the German-Aus- 
trian commander to account for cer- 
tain alleged irregularities, only ex- 
isting in his imagination, 

Earlicr in the fight a Scottish bat- 
tery had been saved from the enemy 
by the self sacrifice of the men, Aft- 
er the final scene of heroism the cn- 
emy visited Sister Terese’s hospital, 
and accused her of hiding in the 
building vital parts of the destroyed 
guns. They threatened to destroy 
the building and arrest the nurse. 

In the building at the time was a 
wounded Scottish soldier, an artil- 
lery man declared by the Germans 
to be an escaped prisoner of war. 
When they could not annoy Signora 
Marie they got at her through this 
poor chap, and threatened to shoot 
him. 

She pleaded hard for his life, but 
no notice was taken and the threats 
of violence to the Scot were repeat- 
ed, In despair the brave girl aided 
the Scot to escape during the night, 
and he managed to get clear of the 
enemy, The Germans were furious 
to find their prey had escaped them, 
They made that a pretext for refus- 
ing to recognize the Red Cross flag 
flying over the hospital, and in the 
night it was shelled. 

One of the wards 
tirely destroyed, and 
doubly wounded, were in iniminent 
peril of death, The brave nurse 
went among the wreckage all the 
time the fire was raging, ministering 
to the needs of the tortured men, 
She had assisted in removing most 
of the patients, when some more 
shells fell in the ward, and Sister 
Terese was buried among the ruins 
of the hospital. 

She was as much a martyr as 
though the Germans had put her up 
against a wall and shot her as they 
shot Miss Cavell, who had been her 
model of what a nurse ought to be. 
She was buried with full military 
honors, and the firing party was pro- 
vided by Scottish soldiers of the 
Royal Artillery, by whom she was 
recognized as the nurse to aid them 
under fire.

Are Pigs Cause of the War

An ingenious philosophic historian, 
secking cause and effect in the pres- 
ent cataclysm, has traced its origin 
entirely to pigs.

President Wilson, he remarks, “could 
thus cancel the German victory on 
all the battlefields and even cancel 
the smashing of England, if Eng- 
land were to be smashed.” ‘There is 
reason to believe that the justice of 
this view is: recognized—with what 
tremors and anxieties may be sup- 
posed—in every influential German 
quarter, Doubtless it has also dawn- 
ed upon Vienna, where it may well 
cause searchings of heart more poig- 
nant even than those experienced in 
Berlin, Count Czernin knows that, if 
the central powers are visited by a 
general shortage at the peace, it is 
not the stronger of the allies who 
will remain the worse off. Germany 
is not the power to forget that the 
skin is closer than the shirt, or to 
sacrifice her own interests for a vas- 
sal whom she has exhausted. 

But in public it is the cue of Vien- 
nha and of Berlin to make the most 
of the present situation, to enlarge 
upon the weakness of Russia and to 
brag about their successes in Italy. 
Count Czernin talks no more of the 
beauties of the papal peace note and 
the Cologne Gazette remarks with 
satisfaction that Count Hertling is 
now “freed from the bonds” of the 
peace resolution of July. Count 
Czernin is as ready to fight for 
Strassburg as for Trieste. He scoffs 
at the “persons of childish mind” in 
entente countries who dream that 
the monarchy can be separated from 
Germany. The German people -are 
allowed to know that the chancellor 
has made statements about the self- 
determination of Poles, Lithuanians 
and Courlanders—those “peoples of 
the former Russia,” as the Liberal 
Frankfurter Zeitung calls them—but 
not what these statements were. To 
disclose them might be fatal to the 
negotiations with the Russian Maxi- 
malists which are enabling Hinden- 
burg to reinforce his lines in France 
and Italy. The question of ‘self-de- 
termination” is causing much pertur- 
bation not only in Berlin but in Vien- 
na, where the semi-official Fremden- 
Dlatt reprobates with asperity the 
action of certain Czechs, Southern 
Slavs and Ukrainians who protested 
that denial of this right by Vienna 


makes impossible a real agreement 
with revolutionary Russia. Count 
Czernin passed over Mr. Wilson’s 


pregnant remark that the government 
of Austria-Hungary is not acting in 
response to the wishes and feclings 
of its own peoples, but as the instru- 
ment of another nation, But his eva- 
sions cannot deceive even Austro- 
Hungarian politicians or blind them 
to the utter incompatibilit of Aus- 
tro-German ‘militarist’ aspirations

Warning to Germany 


Boston Chamber of Commerce Has 
Plan to Club Kaiser's Sub 
jects Into Peace 


_ American business nen are cocked 
in a referenduin submitted by — the 
chamber of coimerce of the United 


States to pass upon a proposed warn 
ing to Gerinan industrial leaders that 
they can not hope to resume friendly 
commercial relations with the United 
States after the war unless the Ger 
Man government has become a re 
sponsible instrument of the people, 
It is propsed that the Germans be 
{told that the United States, in com- 
mon with other -nations, supplied 
aw materials with which Germany 
made ready to start the world ‘war, 
nd that the lesson has been learned 
, Newspapers and business men of 
jneutral countries will be relicd upon 
to carry tle inessage. 

The referendum suggested by thi 
Boston chamber of commerce, and 
now laid before half a million busi- 
ness men through their commercial 
{organizations, submit this resolution: 

“Whereas, the size of Germany's 
Present armament and her malitaris 
tic attitude have been due to the fact 
jthat her government is a military au 
tocracy, not responsible to the Ger 
man people, and,

Says a statement from the chamber's 
headquarters, “the industrial leaders 
of Germany, who, with the military 
caste in Germany, will be bluntly 
jtold that Germany must choose a re- 
sponsible government to conclude a 
just peace or suffer the consequence 
of an outlaw after the war. 

“She will be denied economic in 
tercourse with her best customer— 
the United States. The message

“No single action by the United 
States can be calculated to go fur- 
ther than this proposed action of 
America’s business men, It is more 
potent in its authority, perhaps,
